3. Congressman Hiestand 
stated that he would not have 
been able to secure President 
Eisenhower’s final approval of 
the disaster area designations 
without ‘‘the magnificent team¬ 
work of mayors, city councils, 
Forest Service representatives. 
Army Corps of Engineers, Coun¬ 
ty Flood Control District and 
Governor Knight. 

“This is not a Federal hand¬ 
out in the usual sense,” Hie¬ 
stand states. “I appealed on the 
ground that the disaster threat 
is from conditions on Federal 
lands, the Angeles National 
Forest (watershed fire), and 
over which the local commu¬ 
nities had no possible control 
. . . that the local communities 
had done everything possible 
for themselves, far beyond their 
financial resources, and that 
the County of Los Angeles had 
cooperated magnificently. 

“This is not a grant of money 
but of assistance from the Civil 
Defense Administration of 
equipment, engineering man¬ 
power and mangement, as well 
as cooperation from all possible 
agencies in the area . . . Where 
these agencies do not have ade¬ 
quate funds to get immediate 
action, their emergency funds 
can be supplemented from the 
Civil Defense Emergency 
Fund.” 

4. County Flood Control dis¬ 
trict’s continuation of efforts to 
clear debris and silt from Bai¬ 
ley Canyon basin and Sierra 
Madre Can.yoh dam. With man- 
power anu countless places o£ 
heavy equipment working on 
two shifts since the last storm, 
this clearance is about 25-30 
per cent accomplished, Paul 
Baumann, assistant engineer, 
reported Tuesday.

Dr. Nathan Jacobs— A swim¬ 
ming pool for Sierra Madre 
would be of tremendous bene¬ 
fit. A small community like 
this without ample youth ac¬ 
tivities provides the opportu¬ 
nity for young people to center 
their recreation, activities and 
friendships away from the home 
influence. Perhaps if we spend 
more time and money on youth 
we will eventually spend less 
on mental hospitals and psychi- 
atrists. 

Mr. and Mrs. Carl T. Colt— 

Sierra Madre has so many other 
urgent needs at the present 
time, we feel the money could 
be used to much better advan¬ 
tage for other purposes. 

Father Harley G. Smith, 
Church of the Ascension—When 
the need is so imperative and 
the means so reasonable, we 
shall not be fair to our young 
people if we delay any longer 
in providing adequate swim¬ 
ming facilities. 

Mrs. Mabel Grill — Why 
should politics be allowed to 
influence our good people into 
voting for a noisy swim pool in 
our nice, quiet City park? It 
would raise taxes for years to 
come. Surely an outlying loca¬ 
tion could be found or improve¬ 
ments made to the present Can¬ 
yon pool where parking seems 
to be the only problem. As a 
property owner I object to the 
pool in the proposed- location.

On the local scene as favor¬ 
able weather prevailed, City 
authorities and owners of flood 
damaged and threatened prop¬ 
erties continued to wrestle with 
flood control problems and 
chafed under financial limita¬ 
tions. 

As the City moved ahead 
with removal of mud from the 
streets, residents in critical 
areas also struggled with cak¬ 
ing mud and tightened their 
own property dikes in prepara¬ 
tion for dreaded heavier rains. 
Many men have taken time off 
from jobs and business to erect 
barricades while another has 
spent thousands of dollars for 
elaborate check dams and chan¬ 
nels on this extensive acreage. 

Prod for Action 

As citizens committees prod¬ 
ded the mayor and City Coun¬ 
cil for acknowledgment of and 
action on their recommenda¬ 
tions and requests of two weeks 
ago, councilmen Tuesday night 
attempted to explain the legal- 
ties and engineering difficul¬ 
ties involved and their own im¬ 
patience in efforts to augment 
the City’s limited resources. 

The City points to the follow¬ 
ing forward steps to date: 

1. Designation of disaster area 
for Civil Defense aid as result 

of City's and residents' appeals 
on County, State and Federal 
levels. 

2. Assurance from County 
Road Department of ample 
equipment and operators to 
stand by in critical areas on 
storm warning AND to remain 
on stand-by basis for duration 
of rainy season. Mobile depart¬ 
ment field headquarters now 
set up in City yards. 

3. Glenn B. Watson, consult¬ 
ing engineer with wide experi¬ 
ence and local background, 
hired as Public Works admin-' 
istrator to study and act on 
neighborhood and city - wide 
flood protection requirements. 

4. Authorization of Public 
Works and City administrators 
each to make emergency ex¬ 
penditures up to $2500 without 
council action. 

5. Continuation of double¬ 
shift use of City equipment in 
ridding streets and parkways 
of thousands of cubic yards of 
mud after recent storms. 

6. Operation of mayor and 
City Council on continuous 24- 
hour stand-by basis to insure 
availability for frequent com¬ 
mittee meetings, field trips, 
conferences and a quorum for 
emergency action. 

7. Request to Gov. Knight by 
mayor for following equipment 
to augment that from County 
Road Department and other 
sources: 12 bulldozers of D-7 
type; 12 portable light plants; 
one tender for diesel fuel and 
one portable automobile public 
address unit. 

In the same message to the 
governor Mayor Korsmeier ur¬ 
gently requested reimburse¬ 
ment to the City for out-of- 
pocket expenses due to com¬ 
bined fire and flood conditions. 

“City officials,” the letter 
states, “are extremely sensitive 
to their public responsibility 
for protection of public facili¬ 
ties ... as well as the dual 
responsibility of protection to 
persons and property which is 
the responsbility of every mu¬ 
nicipality in the State of Cali¬ 
fornia.”

After an hour-long delibera¬ 
tion about drainage on C. D.

tinuous pipe as compared to a 
24-inch pipe and ditch provi¬ 
sion, subject to the City engi¬ 
neer’s approval. 

The property is located in a 
wash, it was pointed out, and 
drainage of paramount impor¬ 
tance. Reiterating his disap¬ 
proval of City-accepted ease¬ 
ments for drainage lines on 
private property, Mayor Kors¬ 
meier was told by City Atty. 
T. Guy Cornyn that, In his opin¬ 
ion, it was a governmental re¬ 
sponsibility to grant and main¬ 
tain such easements.

Some persons are saying Si¬ 
erra Madre should disincorpo¬ 
rate. They argue that we would 
then get police, fire, flood and 
other service from the county 
and have no expense of city 
government. I don’t think we’d 
like it. Our town would be a 
mighty small potato in a coun¬ 
ty with so many stronger voices 
that ours might rarely toe 
heard. I think we are freer 
from crime than any compar¬ 
able unincorporated area, and 
our police take mighty good 
care of us. Our fire department 
recently covered itself with 
glory and blisters and not a 
house in our limits was singed 
in the great forest fire. 

Our Councilmen and City 
Manager are ours, and we can 
raise heck with them any time 
we want to. In an unincorpo¬ 
rated area we would have to 
go to see the Supervisors, and 
perhaps wait all day for a 
chance to be heard. Our county 
taxes might be a little less 
than our present county-city 
taxes, but we would also have 
to incorporate a water district, 
a sanitation district, a school 
district, I suppose, and sev¬ 
eral others, and when all the 
costs were totaled up we would 
not be ahead, and we would 
not have home rule. 

It’s too bad that the flood 
came just as we were preparing 
to vote swimming pool bonds, 
but let’s keep our heads. Nine- 
tenths of our residents were not 
harmed at all by the flood, 
none by the fire. Ninety thou¬ 
sand bucks looks like a lot for 
a swimming pool, but it isn’t 
all for that. Part is for other 
long-n e ed e d park improve¬ 
ments. Mr. Baker estimates the 
pool bonds will cost the aver¬ 
age home owner less than a 
penny a day, or less than it 
costs to take your kids to the 
beach one day or to nearby 
towns which have pools three 
or four times. Sierra Madre 
youngsters rate pretty high for 
behavior--now that the Shippey 
kids are grown up. No youth 
gangs, no juvenile problem. But 
what amusement does our city 
provide for youngsters who are 
not Scouts or Camp Fire Girls? 
Name one—if you can. Who is 
to blame if some of them sneak 
off or hitchhike off to places 
where they can swim—the kids 
or we who fail to give them 
that pleasure here? 

Sure, first things come first. 
The protection of our homes 
must come first, or the next big 
rain may make a swimming 
pool of half our town. But our 
elected representatives mustn’t 
go to sleep again, as they did 
after the 1938 flood. Uncle 
Sam’s forest creates our prob¬ 
lem, so Uncle Sam should pay 
for our protection, in the main. 
What menaces us menaces all 
the area below us, so state and 
county should do their part. 
Since flood can damage and tie 
up state highways, why can’t 
some of the highway fund be 
diverted to our protection? 
Anyway, just now big public 
works are needed to help em¬ 
ployment,and our foothills can 
get some of them if our rep¬ 
resentatives insist on it. 

Last word: In last week’s 
News, Paul Kenney of El Monte 
offered several hundred Chi¬ 
nese elm trees, any size desired, 
to our city or any citizens who 
will dig them up. Can you 
name three city blocks in our 
town, outside the canyon, 
which would not be improved 
in looks and in prperty values, 
by the addition of a few trees 
in yards or on parkways in 
front of them?

I have been a resident of Si¬ 
erra Madre for 20 years and in 
my opinion we are capable of 
taking care of ourselves in the 
current flood situation, unless 
there is real disaster, which is 
unlikely. 

I can’t see why the citizens 
of the entire United States 
should be taxed for what is not 
a national problem, but is 
strictly a local problem. I think 
the City of Sierra Madre and 
the Los Angeles County Flood 
Control district can and should 
handle the problem. 

On the other hand, Angeles 
National Forest is a U.S. gov¬ 
ernment domain, and I think 
the U.S. Forest Service should 
be given sufficient funds to 
carrry out fire prevention work 
and to prepare them to cope 
with emergencies, such as the 
recent fire.
